Economist Explains Why Corn 
Is Cheaper Than a Year Ago 


URBANA—Why corn is cheaper 


than it was a year ago was ex- 
plained today by a University of 
Illinois agricultural economist.

L. J. Norton of the College of 


Agriculture says the three main 
reasons for the lower price are: 
(1) a larger crop. (2) a some-what 
lower attitude toward price trends. 


Crop Larger 


The 1952 corn crop is estimated 


to be about 11 per cent larger than 
the 1951 crop. This means more 
corn going to market because of 
lack ot cnb room. Recent market- 
ings have been Heavy enough to 
push down futures prices and force 
the cash price to more than the 
usual discount under the futures. 


On Oct. 23 moat reported sales 


of No. 2 corn on the 
Chicago 


market were 10 cents under the 
December futures. 


Norton adds, however, that the 


carryover of corn i* much lower 
than it was a year ago, and 1952 
crops of the other major 
feed 


grains were all lower than In 1951. 
- Commodity 
prices, 
generally 


lower than a year ago, also tend 
to lower the price of corn. Wool, 
rubber and fats and oils are ex- 
amples of commodities that fell off 
sharply. A world-wide decline has 
apparently been signaling the end 
of the long 
inflationary 
period 


which started with World War n. 
More recently prices of feeder 
cattle have also declined sharply. 


The general change to a less 


optimistic attitude toward prices 
is an other important factor, ac- 
cording to the1 economist. Since 
the commodity price downturns, 
fewer people now believe that the 
only way prices can go is up, and 
some may be convinced that the 
only way they can go is down. 


Total Supply Lower 


In the corn market a year ago, 


there was enough belief that corn 
would be In very short supply to 
push the price up to a December 
high. This year, while the general 
view is that our corn supply is 
overabundant, total supplies of all 
feed grains are actually lower 
than they were last year. 


This break in corn prices may 


have an important effect on the 
hog business, Norton says. It may 
develop an interest in increasing 
hog numbers. He suggests that 
farmers with corn to sell would do 
well to keep a close watch on what 
hog producers do. Rising hog num- 
bers often go with a good season-

;dent can be gleaned from the announcement by British For- 
eign Secretary Eden that he plans to confer with the preai- 
;dent soon after the secretary's arrival here to lead his coun- 
try's UN delegation.

Eden is said to be deeply concerned over worsening rela- 


•tions among the members of the western alliance. He wants 
-the U. S., Britain and France to give fundamental reconsid- 
eration to their attitudes toward each ojher. 


One of the big problems is whether France and Britain 


can enlarge their military budgets to step up the size of the 
North Atlantic Treaty armies under General Ridgeway. A 
new study by the Mutual Security Administration strongly 
suggests they cannot.

For another thing, France feels hard-pressed to maintain 


even current commitments in Europe while pursuing at the 
same time an intensified war against Communist rebels in 
Indo-China. And there has been frequent talk that the Brit- 
ish, similarly strapped, are looking for a way to pull troops 
but of Egypt.

On top of these basic world defense matters; France is 


having difficulty in Morocco and Tunisia, where native un- 
rest has loosened the French hold on two of her long-estab- 
lished colonies. The French are particularly upset at the 
prospect that this issue might be brought before the UN.

Though the British, being a colonial power, have consid- 


erable sympathy for France's plight—especially in the light 
of recent native activity in Britain's African colony of Kenya 
—they are troubled by French-American relations and don't 
want it to appear they are ganging up with the French 
against the U. S. 


This list of tribulations is but a small sample from the 


agenda, that will greet the new American chief executive, 
even before he takes office. 


It illustrates a point often made by some of our thought* 


ful analysts of affairs—that the crush of events rather than 
declared campaign views will tend to set the pattern of Amer- 
ican policy, both foreign and domestic, when the new presi- 
dent enters the White House next Jan. 20. The faces change, 
butf the problems do not. 


United Natioiis-Not a Red Cloak 


American officials are asking the United Nations to give 


Secretary-General Trygve Lie power to discharge any and 
all U. S. Communists found on the UN staff. 


This is a wise move. Obviously, once such persons have 


been employed, the U. S. government cannot intervene to 
direct their ouster. It is a UN matter. All we can do is help 
etjuip Lie with the requisite authority to keep his organiza- 
tion free of Red taint. 


Lie already has shdwn his full intent to achieve that 


A short time ago 12 U. S. nationals employed by the 
UN declined to tell a senate subcommittee on internal secur- 
ity whether they were or had ever been Communists.

All this is to the good. The UN was not intended to pro-

But it would 
not like to think it must stand helplessly aside while that 
agency provides protective shelter for people dedicated to the 
overthrow of this country and all the tree world.

Poor Posture, Overweight

Too many people become

necessarily alarmed when they are 
told that they have osteoarthritis 
because they fear serious pain or 
crippling. Actually, this condition 
—also called hyperthrophic or de- 
generative arthritis—really should 
not be called arthritis at all. It is 
a mild degeneration or wearing out 
of some of the structures which 
make up the joints. 


Exactly what causes osteoar- 


thritis is not entirely understood. 
There may be an inherited factor: 
that is. the cartillage and bone of 
persons in some families may be 
particularly susceptible to early 
degeneration. 


Repeated injury also seems to 


promote the development of this 
condition. Poor posture, disturb- 
ances of blood circulation, and ov- 
erweight are o t h e r conditions 
which contribute to its develop- 
ment. 


The end joints of the fingers

Learn When to Use the Freeze 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


In writing about freezing the 


pack when" on the offensive I re- 
cently stated that the proper time 
to freeze' was when your side had 
more cards than the opponents. 
This is correct if the purpose of 
your freeze is to win the discard 
pile and to prevent the opponents 
from picking it up in the mean- 
time. 


The offensive freeze should not 


be confused, however, with the de- 
fensive freeze. When you freeze 
defensively, your object Is to pre- 
vent the opponents from winning 
the pile, but you do not expect to 
win it yourself. Instead, you hope 
to meld out; you may hope to ex- 
haust the stock pile before the op- 
ponents can win the discard pile. 


For example, suppose the oppo- 


nents have won control of the dis- 
card pile and have been melding 
merrily throughout most of the 
hand. You and your partner have 
managed to put a few melds down, 
but you are now handicapped be- 
cause you have too many cards 
that are useful to the opponents. 


If you save those cards, you will 


never be able to meld out; if you 
discard, the opponents may make 
several canastas. What should you 
do? 


If you have a good start towards 


a canasta, or if you already have a 
canasta, a defensive freeze la prob- 
ably your best resort. The freeze 
will probably permit you to dis- 


card those dangerous cards that . 
match the melds already made by 
the 'opponents. In- the place ot 
those cards you and your partner 
expect to q>aw more useful cards 
that will help one of you to meld 
out. 


No guarantee goes with this type 


of defensive play. Your discard* 
may look very safe, but they mayw 
not be quite as safe as they look. 
An opponent may win the pile aft- 
er you have already discarded sev- 
eral cards that he can use to good 
effect. 


This sort of risk cannot be avoid- 


ed. A properly planned defensive 
freeze will usually save you hun- 
dreds of points. Even the best of 
plans sometimes fail, however, and 
you must expect to come a cropper^, 
once in a while.

cincts than Ogle county, which this 
year added Buffalo 3 for a total of 
35. 


Political observers predicted the 


election-vote may total 17,000 in 
each county. They pointed, to the 
fact that the counties have been 
marshaling their political forces in 
the most intense preelection drive 
ever staged in them for a presi 
dential election.. 


The expected heavy balloting 


was viewed as an opposition vote 
to both national and state Demo- 
cratic candidates. The counties, 
both Republican strongholds, were 
assured of returning vast major- 
ities for the GOP ticket. 


Both counties were expected to 


give even greater support to the 
presidential bid of Gen. Elsenhow- 
er than they did in their landslides 
for Dewey, the 1948 GOP presiden- 
tial candidate.
